S COTT GORHAM arrived in 
London sight years ago. 
determined to make a nam* 
for himself as a guitarist. That 
ambition has now been fully 
realised, but not without 
considered le effort or 
perseverence. Indeed, any 
Illusions of overnight stardom that 
the young Californian they hive 
had when he first got here were 
quickly shattered. The road to 
fame and fortune wit no SiSy 
ride. 

The €200 in his pocket soon 
Scoff Garhtfm 


disappeared (especially since he 
was reckoning the pound as 
equivalent to a dollar!} and Scotl 
found himself having tp go put 
irid get a job. Times, ware hard, 
and although the guitarist was 
eventually gigging regularly with 
hit band Fast Buck, he was in no 
position to make ■ living out of 
playing rock r n' roll. 

"I went out and worked for tha 
Manpower thing and than I got a 
job in a wirlhoutt, This was 
before and during Fast Buck. Wo 
were playing solely iri pubs and 
geiiing nowhere fa.st Wa p d get 
three pounds each a night and 
that was for two sets. Obviously 
when you're in a pub ypu'ra going 
to want ■ few drinks and maybe a 
packet of cigarettes so that didn't 
last long, even in those days. I 
used to earn about Cl 2 a week 
but It was coating me £16 for rent 
and my share of the food, so my 
bfCiher-lfl-lew (Sypertramp* Bob 
C- Ben burg) had ta chip in the 
extra to keep me going 1 " 

These days Ecott can look after 
himself. When ha s not touring 


the world with Thin U«y he is 
able to enjoy the comforts of his 
pleasant home in Putney. Vkleo. 
an excellent sound system end a 
mess of gold albums adorning the 
wells echo the fruits of success — 
the kid from Glendale. California 
has made good. Having built his 
reputation a & a guitarist Over the 
years with Thin Liny, he 1 ) finally 
come into his own and no longer 
stands in the shadows of the Ukei 
of Gary Moore or Brian 
Robertson. 

From an early age Scon 
Gorham took a keen Interest In 
music, becoming "hooked 1 during 
* concert st the Glendale Civic 
whan he was 13 years old. "I used 
to go to teenage dances and junior 
high school hops, but they just 
played records. The first band I 
ever saw was a group call id the 
Original Continentals and It was * 
whole new experience for me to 
**e these four guys making the 
actual music rather than hearing 
it come out of speakers, and not 
seeing how it was done. 

Suddenly, thorp it was, right In

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front of you — tvefyone s «y#s 
■rtiflro locuSAd on tha guys in the 
band — and t thought wow 1 
Thai* great. i warn ip try it out’. It 
really looked like it lalt good to be 
up ih*r*. r " 

Hii immediate ambition was to 
set about learning how to pipy in 
irtdrumtm- Young Gorham 
decided to take up bass, "( 
actually bad about four b*n 
lessons h( recalls, hut I got put 
off by the teacher. He bad thi* 
theory about limbering-up before 
you actually got into playing, and 
bis idea of 'limbering-up' was 
bos-i-ng." ■ 

Consequently Gorham taught 
himself and concent rat ad on bass 
for the next six yean. His first LA 
group were called The Jesters, 
than ha played in a variety of local 
outfits. Following graduation from 
high school, he moved on to the 
Hollywood bar circuit TO keep 
gigging, while working in 
construction during the day- If 
was around this period that Scott 
began to ttk# up six-string guitar. 

"It was a kind of gradual 
switch. ' 5 ho explains. !Td always 
wanted to be ■ guitarist and whan 
I was playing bass I wee 
considered one of th a fa am at 
around because my lingo ra wire 
up and down the rttok ell the 
time. 4 gu#** it was inevitable that 
I'd end up moving to Six-String. So 
I bought this little Silrvertone 
gut strung guitar and a friend 
taught mee few chords. From 
there I just improvised, applying 
the techniques I'd already learnt 
on the bass, like handing the 
note* and working out vibrato/" 

Q uite quickly scoti 

mastered the switch from 
bass, but after« while he 
tired of the environment in which 
h# wax playing Brother-in-law 
Bobby had already moved to 
Britain and moon sent e letter 
encou ragi ng h i rr> to tome over. It 
was a big tt#p but one that he was 
prepared to take to advance hit 
career. 

"Ail I whs doing waa playing tha 
same music, in the same clubs, 
with The same old people Nobody 
alia wanted to get down and be 
serious snd think of it as a 
profession / 1 

And sc th# young guitarist 
abandoned tha sunshine of his 
native California and came to 
Britain. Upon arrival he 
discovered that Bobby was 
already recording in the studios 
with Super!remp sod realised that 
he would have to hustle for 
himself. Ax he's ex plain sd, that 
time spent in London prior to his 
gaining Lizzy was very frustrating,, 
but at no point did ht contemplate 
taking the easy way out by going 
back home. 

,r l never really let myself think 
that I was going to go back a 
failure because I simply didn't 
want to. 1 figured that if I'd had 
th# guts to mika th# move to a 
strange country, meet strange 
people and gel over the culture 
shock then i should stick it out. 

So just tweens# I was broke I 
wasn't about to go tuck I 
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couldn't foe# it. so it didn't r«a!ly 
enter my mind. Tha only thing 
that would have farced me tuck to 
America was my visa which was 
running out vary quickly."' 

WhileScott pondered over his 
visa problems, Thin Lizzy had 
been undergoing S conaidarabla 
dilemma. Phil Lynotl and Brian 
Downey bad just returned from an 
abortive German tour end ware 
looking for guitarists. Their first 
recruit was Brian Robertson, a 1 7 
year-old Glaswegian and a couple 
pf days later Scott arrived on the 
scene, having been recommended 
by the Irish group Ben fYlaka 
Honey, whom he'd encountered 
on the pub circuit and who were 
friends with Phil Lynotl 

"On* of the guys phoned me up 
and asked m# if I wanted to go 
and audition with Thin Urry/ F ha 
recalls, "and, as you know, I 
didn't even know who the hell 
they ware! I main, I never read 
the music papers because 1 never 
had the money to buy them. But 
in feet I th ink it wl l a kind of 
godsend that I didn't know who • 
they ware because They've since 
told me that they 'd been through 
about 25 different guitarists. 

They d had guys who were 
completely nervOuf or others who 
were really trying to impress them 
with masses of effect* pedals, 
thinking they were the next Jimi 
Hendrix!' I didn't have any 
preconceptions end my whole 
idea was Simply to go down and 
give it the best shot I could-" 1 

Nevertheless, the fact that his 
visa would toon expire must have 
been *1 tha back of his mind- 
"Well. I'd already had • second 
extension, so I guess if I hadn't 
got the gig then they'd have 
politely booted my ass out of the 
country. That would have 
deranged my head totally /' 
Happily his problems ware solved 
when he was invited to join the 
band Although hife weekly income 
soon doubled, becoming a 
member of Thin Lizzy didn't 
exactly transform the young 
Californian to superstar si a I us 

"Back then, they war* i known 
band bul they weren t famous by 
any standards. They'd had one 
sort of fluke hit with "Whisky In 
Tha Jar" but by the time I joined 
that was already a couple of year# 
old. Everybody was considering 
them on#-hit wonders and people 
were acu al ly advising me not to 
join the band/" 

With Brian Robertson already in 
the group did Scott envieig* 
himself having TO play Second 
fiddle' to the Scotsman? "No. net

at all. ,r he answers "As aeon as I 
heard him pity l knew ih*i I 
wasn't quite as good as he was 
but that didn't stop mi from 
pushing my sell as a lead guitarist. 
At no time did I say that I was 
going 10 sell I a lor second heat and 
h# Bri*n Rob#nxan's rhythm 
guitar player — no way I wanted 
to pliy lead and that was that. 

They understood thal. respected it 
and it was what they wanted." 

B E that as It may, much of 
the limelight was focused 
on Robenson't lead work 
over the ensuing years. "Yea. and 
it bugged me," Scott conf esses, 
"because I leit that I was 
contributing s hell of s let to the 
Lizzy sound It pissed me off that 
he go! all the praise while I never 
seemed to get any credit," 

Thin Lizzy made 1 heir 
all-important breakthrough in 
1B7B with the JailbreiL album, 
from which The Bey* Are Back In 
Town' emerged as a hit single- By 
mid "7B they were rttebliihing 
themselves ** a major British rock 
force and when 'Johnny The Fox 1 
came out in October L|*iy cold opt 
* major nationwide tour. 

However, there we* a (ready a 
degree of unrest within the hand 
and when Brian Robertson injured 
his bend in a fr»C*l #1 London's 
Sp#*k*ety. the group's former 
guitarist Gary Moor* wat brought 
in as a tempera ry replacement for 
on# American tour That took 
place at the beginning of 1977 
and a few month* I tier Robertson 
announced that he was leaving 
the group altogether. Thu*, Thi n 
Liny were reduced to a trio for th# 
recording of the 'Had Reputation' 
LP. 

According to Scott; "When 
Johnny The Fox came Out It was 
a period when the band was 
Starting to break up, Brian 
Robertson and Phil weren't 
getting along at all. Brian wat 
getting drunk a lot of tha time, 
way loo drunk heciuaa ha fait he 
wasn't getting enough reaped or 
whatever in th* band- When wa 
want lo Toronto to record Bad 
Reputation' I think it did m* a hell 
of a I of of good beta use a 11 of a 
Sudden The onus was on me. 

"At th* time I didn't evan know 
If we wer# going to be staying 
together si a band but Phil *#id 
Lisietv I've #4way* had the 
confidence in you, always known 
you can do it, so now * th* time io 
show the world you can". That 
gav* m# a kick up ih* as* and to 
we went ahead. Tha three of US 
wrote all the songs, rehearsed 
ih*m and then warn over and 
recorded them. There was a hall of 
a lot of pressure on me to coma up 
with different sound* end 
harmony line# but it was a good 
thing to have lo go through." 

Although only the face* cl 
Scan. Phil and Brian Downey 
appear on lh# front of th# album 
cover, Brian Robertso n does 
feature on a few of tha out*. Wat 
Scott unhappy to see the return of 
tha wayward guitarist? 

- "No, I wasn't, bacau** I don i 
th! nk h# had the sta r role 
anymore. I think it was at that 
point that he Stopped being the 
main man and it started turning 
over to my side a bit- ! could *#* 


that the rifi between him and Phil 
wasn't going to be heeled wary 
easily, so it was |U*1 going to be a 
matter Of lima before he left 
again " 

In ih# end Gorham was proved 
correct, and although Brian 
stayed with Uzzy cn ihe-lr return 
from Toronto he finelly quit for 
good shortly after th« 'Live And 
Dangerous' double album was 
released. One#again Gary Moor* 
stepped in, this time on * 
permanent basis, and his presence 
was to have a beneficial effect on 
Scott. 

"I knew that it was going to be 
hard work for m* snd ih*t I'd 
hev# h Iot of catching up to do. He 
ii such a good guitarist and 
having him In th# bend turned me 
into * batter player. I watched snd 
listened to some of the things he 
did and learnt a let- But than 
again ha learnt a tew thing* from 
me . like melodic sense, end he 
told me *0 which was a real 
compliment. He'd been so 
preoccupied by blazing up and 
down the neck of his guitar that 
(he malody had been thrown out 
of the window 

"A lot of people thought we 
were on the verge of splitting 
around th# lima he Joined and in 
fact to r the past couple of years 
people have beep predicting that 
we're on the way out. Everybody 
seems to think that just because a 
band membef leave* then the 
group i* automatically going 
ifownhill. It happens all the time 
In to many bsod* ovary year, But 
it's really no big deal that one guy 
goes end another come* Ih-" 

Th# fact that Thin Lizzy ere still 
buoyant is irrefutable proof of 
Scott'* word*. Indeed over recent 
year* they've endured a number 
pf personnel change* following 
Gary Motira't departure- After 
taking over from Hobbo in ' 7H 
Moore left mid-way through th* 
band's US tour the following year, 
and #h far bb Scott Gorham * 
guitar playing was concerned that 
was a very 'big deal'. 

N OW that Thin Lizzy s 

line-up has become stable, 
following the addition of 
guitarist Snowy White and 
keyboard player Oerran Wherton. 
Scott himself hs* com# into the 
limelight much more. 

"In the early days Phil was 
mare in control because he was 
far mor# aware of the way Thin 
Lltfy were going, and obviously I 
was th# new boy. But now we 
consider each other leader*. E wp* 
rsall y pleated to have more 
involvement with the songrwrlting 
on 'Renegade' end also with th# 
production -1 think it's the most 
live-sounding album wa ve dona. 
There 1 * more energy in the Bongs 
and I'm convinced i("l OUT best So 
far. I know everybody saye that 
but I'm really pcoud oi it." 

While touring and recording 
with Thin Lizzy will at! II occupy 
much Of Scott 's time be * now 
keen to develop hi* solo project 
"Fm going to do my own album, 
in fact I'v* already staritd Phil 
has another on# coming out Boon 
but it's not just because he's done 
his that I warn lo do mine. I'y* got 
deferent thing* 1 want to do and I 
went to be my own boss. H 
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MAYHEM!

ALICE COO PEP'S return to 
British concert halls this month 
mark his fir*t appearances in the 
country for mute lh»n half a 

decade. Much has happened since 
his last visit Indeed, several years 
ago. thy mail who became a ri 

international superstar in the 
early seventies with a string of hit 
records and a notoriously buerre 
.stage show which forced Alice 
to commit himself lor hospital 
treat men E in 1977. Vnar^ ul heavy 
drinking had' finally caught up 
with hint. 

"When I went into the hospital 
I was drinking two quarts of 
whisky a day I was throwing up 
blood — 1 was dying You hnar 
about the dangers of heroin end 
cocaine but alcohcd is the perfect 
kill«r It'S 11 in wur^l drug in the 

work! and I look it too far It 
reached the stage where I was 
convinced that i-hore was no way f 
could live without a drink." 

Four year& after throwing off his 
alcoholic addiction Alio* Cooper is 
very much iflfive Slid kicking in the 
world. He has become, as they 
say. something of a legend in his 
own lifetime . 

Alice, the son of a church 
minister, wra horn in Detroit on 
December 25, 1945 His real 
name is Vinceol Furnier and most 
pf hi* early Id* was *p*nt in 
Phoenix., Anemia. "My parents 
had a lot of bread and I didn't 
have Ip dp Anylhiiiy. I I|ever 
worked. But l just liked the idea of 
getting all that attention I was a 
really bratly little kid but I never 
hurt anybody. And nobody ever 
heat me up. because they liked me 
Id Lftimg the class dnwr. I wpi 
the kid that was always cracking 
jokes, the witty kid. the class 
cut up." 1 
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He formed' his firSE band, the 
Earwigs, in 1 954 with Glen 
Buxton [lead guitarf Dennis 
Dunaway |b*ss guitar}, John 
Tatum and John Speare. The 
following year they became 
known as the Spiders end were 
joined by Michael Bruce (piano, 
guitar) after Tatum end 5 pea re 
had left f van in those day* they 
weie fairly uufraguoux and used 
props as wel l as day-glo and 
ultra vmlni lights. Their music 
was based around Stones. Who 


and Kinks material. Drummer 
Neal Smith joined towards the 
end pi 'BG and once again the 
group decided to change their 
name this time to the Na?? 

By l9Bfi fhny were playing their
